Considering the facts of the 
situation, I think that reader Guy Lillian's remarks 
on the matter are quite valid, One of the all-time 
greats in the realm of adventure science-fiction is 
Edmond Hamilton. I understand that he has done 
some work for your magazines, Anyway, you seem 
to haye a good collection of writers,
